SUFFRAGISTS AND FOES
DIFFER AS TO ‘DEFEAT’
Take Different Views as to

Meaning of Setback Suffered
by Issue in Wisconsin.

A wide difference of opinion prevalled
in the suffrage and antl-suffrage camps In
thin ¢ity today regarding the prabable
affect of the dafeat of the woman suffrage
bill In the Wisconsin Legisinturs yester-
day. On the “antd” alde, the ultimats de-
font everywhere of the votes for women
Insus In foresean, while on' the suffrage
alde viclory Is predicted despite the ap-
parent defeat. for., say the suffragints,
“we must win, the setbaock is temporary.**

Mra, cGorge Pleracl, leader of the Wo-~
man Buffrage Party lp this city, sald she
was not discouraged, “"Woman suffrage
will eventually win; there can be no doubt
of that,” she sald. *"These defents are
temporary setbacks, obstacles that ean and
will ba overcome. 1 am certain prajudice
has played o lurge part In the defeat, If
dofeat It can he called, and that this hns
been the outgrowth of Ignomncs and nelf-
interest. There 18 & cartaln element that
18 opposed to woman's suffrags because it
knows that when women ot the ballot
many of Its selfish interesta will ba over-
thrown and genarnl betterment will re-
mult,

Dr. B. M. H. Moore was confident that
the setback would prove only temparary.

It will only make suffragists strive all
the harder for thelr causs, which we all
know will succesd sooner or later,”" she
sald. ‘"The measure wns defeatsd by a
vote of 17 to 14. This Is not overwheslm-
ing."

MRS. SINCLAIR'S BODY
COMING HOME TODAY

Wife of Philadelphia Physician,
Aphasia Victim, Died in Ne-
gro's House at Atlantic City.

The body of Mra. John F. Sinclalr, wife
of a physician at 4100 Walnut straet, who
dled in o dingy housa in the nesro belt
of Atlantie City Wedneaday, and by
chanece escaped belng buried unidentified,
will be brought to this city today. Her
husband and relatives have taken charge
of the hody.

There will be no formal Inguest, wsald
Dr. Lewis B Souder, coronek’s ph¥alcian,
today, after 4 survey of all the unfortu-
nite detalls of the case. Ha declared,
however, that he will attempt to have o
rigorous fnvestigation made by the pollce,
the organized charitles and other agen-
cles of conditions prevalling In the negro

guarter.

“The squalor I found in the house
where this unfortunate woman died was
almost {nconcelvable,” he snld. “Had I
not seen It I would not have belleved
thars were such places In Atlantle City."™

All suspicfon that Mra. Sinclair met
with foul play has been dlspelled, There
Is a true ring to the story told by Mar-
thn Horn; the negro woman who took
the wandeter in and sheltered her -in
the squalid reom at 1002 Arctio avenus,
not Knowing that a frantie husband was
seéarching for his wife, n sufferer from
aphasin.  Mre. Sinclair, who had disap-
peared the day before she applied, In a
dazed way, for lodgings. was penniless,
but had A lurge amount of jewelry on
her person. None of this was misaing
except two pleces, which she had pawned
to pay ths negro woman for her lodging.

The woman and har husband gave up
thelr bed for Mra, Sinclalr, sleeplng on
the floor, all In the same room.

The nutopsy, which waas at first expect-
od would revenl murder, showed that Mra,
Sinclalr had died from alcohollsm. Al
pogaible haste was made aftor the estab-
lishment of Identity yesterday to probe
the case to the bottom.

‘The ldentificatlon was purely accldental,
through tha description fumished by a
negro undertaier for a permit to bury an
unidentifisd woman, thought to be *Mar-
tha Conway," In Potter's Feld. It tallled
with the demcription of Mra. Sinclair, who
had dlsappenrsd June M from ths famlily
cottage at Ventnar,

Frienda of the phynician‘a wife sald
today that she had frequantly disappeared
for several days, forgetting her nams and
address. Bhe alwaya returned, telephon-
ing to her husband from the place where
her memory roturned. She was 40 yeara
old. Dogtor Binclair Is & graduate of the
University of Pennaylvania and a member
of the staft of the Preabytarian Hospltal.
